A Coroner's jury returned a ver- 
dict of justifiable homicide, but 
new evidence caused a second in- 
quest, which resulted in a verdict 
that the three were killed by per- 
sons unknown to the jurors. 

Neal Cash, who said he was re- 
pairing, an automobile near the 
Carver home at the time of the 
shooting, and Mrs. Louise ~ Als- 
meyer, a neighbor, were heard to- 
day by the grand jury. They tésti- 
fied at the inquest that they heard 
shots, screams and more shots. 

Among the discoveries leading to 
the reopening of the inquest, of- 
ficials said, was a $10,000 doyble 
indemnity life insurance policy on 
Mrs. Carver, payable to her hus-

Testifying as the first witness in 
the investigation’ of. railroad Bold- 
ing and investment trust cempanies 
by the House Interstate Commerce 
Committee, Eastman said the Van 
Sweringen interests of Cleveland 
and W. W. Atterbury, president of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, were 
two of the dominating factors in 
the consolidation move. 

The Allegheny Corporation, con-- 
trolled by the Van Sweringen in-_ 
terests and the Pennroad Cerpora-_ 
tion, a holding. company directed | 
by officers of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, he cited as having d4c- 
quired substantial holdings in nu- 
merous railroad lines for purposes 
of control. 

Fears Loss of Jurisdiction, 

The situation was regarded as 
dangerous by the commission, the 
witness said, adding that the re- 
sult might be the loss of jurisdic- 
tion by the commission over con- 
solidations of carriers under a 
Government plan. While the com- 
mission has jurisdiction over out- 
right mergers of rail lines, he ex- 
plained, the transportation act of 
1920, under Which the commission 
operates, does not apply te the ac- 
quisition of stock by holding com- 
panies, | 

Asked by committeé thembers if 
the stock purchases by the Penth-| 
road and other holding companies 
were contrary to the public inter-, 
est, Eastmaii: @aidy 
negotiations may involv “violations 
of the Clayton act."" The situation, 
he said, was being looked into by 
the conimission. 

Commission Circumvented. 

In discussing. the operation of 
O. P. Van Sweringen, président of 
the Allegheny Corporation, and his 
brother, M. J. Van Sweringen, vice 
president, he said“it-was common 
knowledge that they had succeed- 
ed in unifying certain lines through 
holding companies despite adverse 
decisions handed down by the com- 
mission. 

As an example of the activities 
‘of the Allegheny Corporation and 
the Van Sweringens, he said they 
had acquired large holdings in the 
Kansas City Southern Railroad 
which gave them a foothold in the 
West and Southwest. He also said 
that they were buying holdings in 
the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe 
Railroad and the Great Northern. 

Detailing the holdings of the 
Pennroad Corporation, he testified 
that it held steck in the Atlantic 
Coast Line, the Boston & Maine, 
the Detroit & Ironton, the Detroit, 


and many other lines. 

Other Holding Corporations. 

The Allegheny Corporation’ and 
the Pennroad Corporation, East- 
man said, were not the only hold- 
ing companies which should be 
investigated. He suggested that

Bass was questioned today by 
Sheriff Fields for explanations of 
blood stains on the doctor’s night 
shirt found in his handbag. 

Discovery Of the stains was’ not 
made until late today, following 
an inquiry by Dr. Bass if his .38 
caliber revolver was among his ef- 
fects In the bag. No revolver was 
there, but when the night shirt 
was unrolled, blood stains were dis- 
covered on it. 

The Sheriff thereupon confront- 
ed Bass with this new discovery. 
The accused.man wag smoking in 
his cell at the time. “Why did you 
ask me if your revolver was in 
that handbag when you knew it 
was not there?” .demanded the 
Sheriff. 

The doctor did not answer.

The salt is said to be. unedible, but 
the mere manufacture and sale of | 
it constitutes a breach. of law and 
fulfills Gandhi's aim. 

The attitude of the Government 
has not been announced. -Viceroy 
Lord Irwin is understood to. be 
avoiding measures that would pro- 
voke disturbances, and the Gov- 
érnment doeg not Wish to give 
Gandhi the status of martyr, but 
the British troops aré on the alert, 
nevertheless. 

To Speak Until Arrest. - 

Four hundred police arrived here 
today and 100 more went to Dandi. 
The Mahatma declared last night 
that he would address mectings 
every evening until arrested so that 
his speeches could be read nightly 
at the different civil disobedience 
centers in the Surat district. He 
added that if he were arrested his 
place would be taken by Abbas 
Tyabji, who is a retired high court 
Judge of the State of Baroda, 

If the Nationalists succeed in 
their first action of the plan for 
non-co-operation with governinen- 
tal agencies, they intend to follow 
in time with non-payment of taxes 
and resignation of native officials. 

Although in his ultimatum to 
Gandhi 


understood that he selected this 
particular tax for his demonstra- 
tion largely because. it presents a 


simpie and clear-cut issue. 


March Covered 165 Miles.

of Henry Ford he formerl¥ was one 
of the largest employers of labor in 
the world. As Mayor of Detroit he 
@edit for years with the problem of 
the jobless and destitute. As Chair- 
man of the Senate Committee on 
Education and Labor last year he 
conducted an exhaustive inquiry inte 
the conditions and causes of. unem- 
ployment. He is_personally acquaint- 
ed with most of the great industrial - 
magneses in the United States. Hence 
it may be assumed that he knows 
what he is.talking about. Nobody 
who knows him has any doubt about 
it. 


“The problem of stabilizing em- 
ployment is a problem in competent 
business management,” he said. 
“The responsibility for unemploy- 
mént in this country rests squarely 
on that class of Americans who boast 
the loudest of their progressiveness 
and efficiency—our captains of in- 
dustry. When widespread unem-

The principal beneficiaries of 
that system are the men who own and 
manage our industries, But the system which 
confers those beneftts imposes corresponding 
responsibilities, and men who fail to dis-, 
charge those responsibilities do not deserve 
the benefits. No resporsibility is so great 
as that of providing an adequgte and secure 
living to the workers who produce the prof- 
its. Charity will not suffice. It is not a 
matter of compassion at all—it is a matter 
of having-enough common sense and enough 
common decency to run the business of the 
country in a way that will make charity 
unnecessary. 


“Every manager knows that there are 
certain fixed annual charges on his business, 
such as maintenance, taxes, insurance, divi- 
dends, etc. He knows in advance what these 
charges amount to, and he makes his plans 
accordingly. There is no earthly reason why 
labor should not be handled on exactly the 
same basis. From the standpoint of sound 
management. there is every reason why it 
should, and there is the tremendous addi- 
tional reason arising from the employer's 
duty to society.

Believes He Anticipated Einstc‘n. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
FTER waiting for about a year we 


at last got the details of Dr. Ein- 
stein’s theory of gravitation. To say 
that I was interested in reading the an- 
nouncement would be putting it mildly 
for the simple reason that I hold the 
key to Einstein's theory of gravitation 
and have held it for the last 20 years. 

I¢ was while experimenting with a 
small static electric machine that a sma! 
pith Lall once attracted to a certain part 
of my apparatus clung to it as long as 
it was charged with electricity, whereas, 
by the laws of electricity, it should have 
been repelled immediately after attrac- 
tion. I tried other light objects such as 
tiny pieces of wood, metal, etc. with 
the same result and thereby came to the 
conclusion that I had made a discovery 
of a connection between electricity and 
gravitation. 

Furthermore, I communicated my dis- 
covery to the late Prof. Francis E. Ni- 
pher of Washington University, who was 
then making experiments upon the same 
subject. He replied that my discovery 
was nothing, that the phenomenon was 
well known, and that the cause of it 
was the strain upon the glass and air 
made by the charge upon the object in 
question. Believing that what Prof. Ni- 
pher said was true, I abandoned further 
experiments along that line. Then adver- 
sity set upon me and killed my ambition 
until about a year ago when I first read 
about Prof. Einstein's latest theory. I 
got to thinking that I was right after 
all nd waited all this time for a defi- 
nite statement from him, which has now 
eome. 1 still have the static machine 
with which I made the small discovery.

Pack any set of men into overcrowded cells with- 
out plumbing or amy modern conveniences, force 
them to do heavy working jebs in ill lighted, ill 
yentilated, inadequate shops,. keep them living 
jammed together like sardines ina box with five to 
six in cells built-for one or two, and there will be 
no morals, no morale, a fraying of nerves and a bit- 
ter resentment which would drive them to violence 
nd revolt. 
The report of the National Society of Penal Infor- 
mation, recently reprinted by the Post-Dispatch, pre- 
sented the black picture of the inside of the Mis- 
souri penitentiary. There were three redeeming 
features,—one good new cellhouse, a flower garden 
and a farm program in process of development, but 
the advantage of the three were ruined by over- 
crowding. Over 4000 prisoners are penned in build- 
ings designed for 2600. One paragraph of-the report 
which tells the story 1m brief: / 


The Missouri prison, however, is chiefly nota- 
ble fer its grave defects. These are found in 
the organization o its governnmient, in the very 
serious overcrowding, in low sanitary standards 
throughout the institution, in bad working con- 
ditions in the shops, in the medical program of 
both the general and tuberculosis hospitals, in | 
the methods of discipline and in the lack of 
educational program.

We need better work- 
shops, more penal farms so that prison methods may 
be changed for the better'and the prisoners may live 
and work under conditions which make for educa- 
tion, vocational training and the rebuilding of char- 
acter and morale. 
The near-riot at the penitentiary will be bene 
ficial if it brings to the people of Missouri and their 
governmental representatives the full realization that 
they have one of the worst,’ most inhuman prisons in| 
the country. It is a disgrace » and a menace to the 
State. Missouri has ample wealth for the remdval 
of this reppoach. |

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WHY FEDERAL COURTS ARE CONGESTED.

We were forced lower than 500 
feet. Charcot Land we knew to 
be over 2000 feet high—and at 
any moment we might find our- 
selves at the position in which it 
is charted. A sudden tum might 
lose us so much altitude that we 
would be in danger of crashing, 
into the only:icebergs there might 
be in that vicinity. 

It would have been foolhardy 
to go on. 

The compass was running wild. 
There was.only the gray wall 


Glimpse of Dark Cliffs. 


Beneath us I conld see faintly 
what appeared to be land—fast ice 
—ice without a crack in it. T 
asked Cheesman to turn and as 
we swung I thought I caught a 
glimpse of the-dark cliffs of Char- 
cot Iand@ looming dimly through 
the haze. Qur turn had been only 
just in time. 

It was heartbreaking to reach the 
land we sought—with gas enough 
to take us 200 miles further—and 
have to turn back. But there were 
other things to claim our atten- 
tion. 

Could we find the Scoresby? _ It 
was our first long flight over Ant- 
arctic pack ice far from land. Our 
course in and under the clouds had 
been confusing. 

With difficulty we steadied the 
compass. We were beneath low 
clouds a considerable time and 
could not get a reliable observation 
for position, speed or drift. 

Finally we reached the area of 
sunshine through which we had 
flown first. Then we were able to 
take observations -a@nd‘ set’ our 
course for the ship. 

- We had scarcely done this when 
we sighted the two familiar castle- 
like bergs. We flew on over them 
and in a few minutes sighted the 
trailing smoke from the Scoresby. 

We were thankful to be back 
safe, but the conditions were most 
exasperating. Our equipment was 
in perfect order, but the weather 
held us down. We had taken off 
at considerable risk — and been 
stopped by clouds and snow at the 
point of making discoveries. 

Had it been of service we would 
have flown willingly through any 
kind of weather, but our purpose 
was to see the things over which 
we flew, and it would have been 
worse than foolish to have flown 
just for the sake of flying. 

Our friends on the ship had 
worried because our wireless sig- 
nals had failed now and then. Had 
we been forced down there was 
hardly a chance for rescue. 


Short Flights Harder. 


The out and back flights over 
the broken pack which we were 
forced to make are much more try- 
ing and dangerous than a long 
flight from point to point. One 
might leave in good weather, fly 
into bad weather and get into dif- 
ficulty, and come back to find bad 

weather has developed at the 
starting point. On meeting ba4 
weather on a long Straight flight 
one can alight and wait for it to 
clear. Something would have been 
done and there would be the cer- 
tainty of doing more when the 
weather cleared ahead. 

We waited—with liftle grace, I 
am afraid—for the weather to clear

We scarcely needed compasses 
for keeping a course that day, be- 
cause, east of us, Alexander Island 
stood out.clear and sharp. The 


bright sun cast dark shadows on the 


pack ice and made it easy to steer 
straight. : 

Four small . icebergs were 
grouped near the edge of the pack 
where we entered it and made a 
conspicuous landniark for our’ re- 
turn. The column of smoke tom 
the steamer’s funnel, put up for our 
benefit by Chief Engineer Roy of 
the Scoresby, showed plainly 
against a clear sky or against pack 
ice, . But that day a dark black 
bank of cloud lay forth of the ship. 
and against that background ‘the 
smoke was invisible. 

From a few miles away the ves- 
sel jtself, not 200 feet long, looked 
just like a speck in the ocean. 
Without some other landmark, it} so 
woul dhave been difficult to find. 


Change in Ice. 


The ice had changed  greatiy 
since our flight of two days bo- 
fore, For 20 miles we flew over 
scattered pack through which any 
ship might have passed. But 
while the ice in general was scat- 
tered, it was not sufficiently open 
for a take-off or landing with a 
seaplane, 

Between latitude 68 and. 69, in 
longitude 75 degrees, 30 minutes, 
the pack ice wag broken into rough 
squares about the size of a city 
block. These blocks, except in a 
few places, had not changed their 
relative position. As we flew, 
there was open water in the cracks, 
This was being covered rapidiy by 
the snew which drifted with the 
wind along the surface of the pack. 
There seemed to be a gréat deal 
of snov’ on the ice. Drifts had 
formed behind the lumps of pack 
and were much larger than those 
I had seen in the Arctic Ocean. 
Most of the grifts had been formed 
by wind from the northeast. Of 


course, the snow may have fallen/ 


straight down and rémained in 
comparative calm,.to be drifted 
later when the wind came from 
th northeast. 

From latitude 69 to within a few 
miles of Charcot Land the heavy 
pack ice was cracked only here 
and there. The cracks ran ir- 
regularly, but mostly in a north- 
east to southwest direction. 


Break-Up of Ice. 


About 20 miles north of Charcot 
Land there 
miles wide of broken pack ic2 and 
open water. The breakup in: the 
ice apparently had occurred some 
time previous to our visit, because 
the pack had been twisted and 
turned in every direction. 

The snowdrifts were all a jum- 
ble, though undoubtedly in 
same general direction as those far- 
ther north. The open water lanes 
naturally were at right angles to 
the wind. While it might have 
been possible to land in them in a 
cross wind, it would have been 
practically impossible to take off 
again. For us to land was out of 
the question, for by the time we 
could have walked the 20 miles to 
Charcot Land and back the _Jéads 
might easily have closed and 
pinched our plane. 

Mount Havre on Alexander 
Island stood out magnificently and 
E. @e Rothschild Island was most 
conspicuous. Bearing on these 
points we could fix our position 
with comparative accuracy. 

In an hour and 20 minutes after 
leaving the ship we were at the 
coast of Charcot Land. -Cheesman 
swung broadside so that I might 
take a movie of it.

Two Islands iri Sight. 

Far to the east we could see the 
western sides of two islands, one 
large ana@ one small. They lay in 
what appeared to be between lati- 
tude 69:30 and 70:30. The large 
one seemed to be about: 30 miles 
long, crossing latitude 70 in’ longi- 
tude between 68 and 69. 

These two new islands may be 
part of the group of which we saw 
the easternmost last year and 
named the Finley Islands. But we 
were too far away to chart them 
with accuracy; The Scripps and 
Finley Islands, discovered and 
named last year, are low and were 

far from our position this year 
that they must have been below 
the horizon. . 

In the neighborhood of the two 
new islands and south of them 
we could seé a few icebergs fast in 
the ice shelf. ‘The shelf ice was 
not high at the edge we saw near 
Charcot Land—noet more, I think, 
than three feet above the water, 
prebably less. It is difficult to 
tell from the air. 

We judged from the conditions 
we saw that this shelf continues 
and joins the part of Stefansson 
Strait which we crossed last year 
on our flight to Hearst Land. 

The presence of icebergs in this 
ice shelf makes it seem possibie 
that at some time the strait has 
been less solidly filled than at 
present. : 

We followed the coast of Char- 
cot Land southwest and continued 
over the flat ice’ beyond. 

South and to the East and West 
there seemed to rise a low, slop- 
ing snow-covered land, starting 
from a dim cliff outline some 30 
miles away. It seemed to rise 


gradually, but was unmarked by 


any black outcrop or mountain. 

We believe it is part of the 
mainland continent and that it 
joins Hearst Land which we dis- 
covered and named last year. 

We could see the southwestern 
termination of Charcot Land, 
which we discovered was an island. 
Its heights, in the center, were 
rounded and deeply covered with 
snow. In places it was slightly 
crevassed. There were no rock ex- 
posures in the center. The only 
rock we saw on the island was on 
the three peaks on its northern 
aide. 


Forced to Turn Back. 


Before we reached the island’s 
westernmost point, we had been 


flying’ half the time our gasoline | 


would last, so we were forced to 
turn back. 

The southwestern end of Char- 
cot Land was narrow. about 12 
miles wide. We could see the 
island was ham-shaped, with ‘che 
narrow end pointing southwest, It 
terminated in about latitude 70-390, 
longitude 76. 

At about latitude 70, longitude 
76, lying southwest of Monique 
Peak, there is-a sharp cape. I 
propose for this the name of Cape 
Byrd in honor of Rear Admiral 
Byrd, who has carried out his im- 
portant exploration both in the 
north and the south so conspicu- 
ously and successfully. 

My time ‘has been so occupied 
with taking bearings, observations 
for drift and speed, and photo- 
graphs, and making notes of the 
surface conditions that [I had lit- 
tle time to look for signs of pen- 
guins or other ‘bird life, but 
birds came conspicuously to our

We really had done quite a deal 
rof exploration and made many dis- 
coveries. We had seén three new 
islands, extended the coast of 
Hearst Land and Stefansson Strait 
a distance of 250 miles and out- 
lined 150 miles of the ‘coast - of 
Charcot Land that had never be- 
fore been seen. And we had dis- 
covered that it was not part of the 
mainland but an island.. 

Our faithful plane. and engine 
had Gehaved splendidly.. This teft 
our minds free from worries about 
mechanical. trouble and this is a 
condition much appreciated when

Four on Flight. 

We hurried back to the William 
Scoresby. A little more than four 
hours had been spent on the flight, 
| We prepared to hoist the plane 
aboard ship. The slings were made 
fast, including two emergency or 
safety slings which I always insist 
on having, although they general- 
ly seemed unnecessary. However, 
this time they were to save our 
machine. 

As she was swinging over the 
rail one of the lugs on the wing 
gave way and the machine fell to- 
ward the deck. 

The emergency slings did their 
work, and although one wing tin 
struck the deck with considerable 
force, it was not damaged. 

The wind and seas had risen 
again to a point which made a sec- 
ond flight with a seaplane from 
that position impossible, so we de- 
cided to steam back toward Ade- 
laide Island and make a flight 
from there to Casey Channel and 
map thé Finley Islands in detail. 

While we had been waiting for 
good weather and while we were 
in the air, the scientific staff on 
board the Scoresby had been carry- 
ing out its scientific investigations 
and biological program.

A part of the harbor 
bottom near ‘the beach had dropped 
suddenly 15 feet farther under the 
water, carrying with it the end of 
a wharf and a section of a light 
railway. , 

The houses on shore, however, 
had not been damaged. 

Several hours later the Scoresby 
arrived. Because of the generosity 
of the N. Bugge Hektoria Whaling 
Co., she had been able to stay “out 
until] she had used ahnost her last 
drop of oil, knowing she could re- 
plenish her tanks from the hos- 
pitable Norwegians’ supply. Their 
help in this and many other ways 
has been of great benefit not only 
to our expedition, but to many oth- 
ers as well,

Conimissioner Robinson declares 
that he will urge the Commission 
to duplicate stations on every one 
of the 40 cleared channels. Com- 
missioner La Fount is again urging 
that the number ofjstations, par- 
ticularly of those w Were than 
100 watts ‘poweh-be- Tedueed, and 
that stations be beld to a. still 
closer limit of variation. from Teeir 
wave lengths. 

Former Radio Comminsiénce 
Caldwell. who resigned te return 
to his work as editor .of 
radio publications. is advocating 
granting greater power than the 
present 50,008 watts maximum to 
some stations and im some cases 
even 600,000 “watts. and also in- 
‘creasing. rather than decreasing, 
the number of cleared stations. 

The results thu» far attained by 
WGY. Schenectady, in tests with 
200.000 watts power seem to jus- 
tify experimenting with power as 
high-as 500,000 watts, says Martin 
P. Rice. who is manager of broad- 
casting for the General Electric Co. 

“High-power transmitters mag be 
likened to high-power automobiles 
which conform to traffic rules and 
take no more space on the highway 
than the traditional flivver, but our 
tests prove that increased power 
extends the area of reliable serv- 
ice of a broadcasting station and 
therefore makes it more efficient,” 
says Rice. “AW this indicates that 
we are dealing with a new science 
capable of bringing us unlimited 
facilities for conversing with peo- 
ple anywhere itn the world, with 
the resulting better understanding 
in government, in commerce and 
in the standards of daily life. it 
looks ahead to television and a 
host of other less spectacular but

On April 10, 1830, . three Bt. 
Louis fur-traders, disregarding

. The bnterprising Three. 

In 1822, Gen. W. H. Asbley, most 
prosperous of the St. Louis (fur- 
traders, advertised in the Missouri 
Intelligencer at Columbia and the 
Missouri Republican here for “1090 
emerprising young men.” Thus, 
relates Miss Stella Drumm. librar- 
ian of the Missouri Historical So- 
ciety. were drawn together the 
three “enterprising young men” 
who were to open the way for 
colonization of. the Northwest— 
Williant L. Sublette. David EF. 
Jackson and Jedediah Strong 
Smith. 

Jachson was the “mystery man” 
of the three. Little is known of 
his youth, and little of his history 
after 1830, except that, in partner- 
ship with David Waldo, he traded 
in Santa Fe and teok the first 
Negro slave into California. His 
monunmienits are dJackson’s Lake 
and Jackson's Hole in Yellowstone 
Park. 

Sublette ang Smith in particular 
distinguished thefifselves as men of 
courage and resourcefulness, ‘“‘ter- 
rible,” say the books, “in single 
combat.” Sublette was running a 
pool hall in St. Charles when Gen. 
Ashley’s notice found him, and he 
died rich and famous. A tater

From Salt Lake, Smith, in’ 1827, 
led a band into California. . The 
following summer he made. the 
venture again with 19 or 20 men, 
ot whom all but himself and two 
others were killed by the Indians. 
Smith kept on to Fort Vancouver, 
mapped a great region. west-of the 
Rockies and obtained informatien. 
of soil. climate and British coloni-

Iu that year the firm of Snrith, 
Jackson &, Sublette removed its 
rendezvous northward to the head 
waters of te Wind River, almost to 
the Yellowstone.

WASHINGTON. April 5.—As the 
representative of the 56,500,000 
members of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor and’ the railroad 


brotherhoods, William Green; pres- 
ident of the Federation, today en-. 


tered a vigorous protest against the 
confirmation of the nomination of 
Federal Judge John J. Parker of 
North Carolina as an ~ Associate 
Justice of the Supreme Court. 

Green, the principal witness be- 
fore the Senate Judiciary Commit- 
tee’ appointed to report on Judge 
Parker, declared that Parker’s de- 
cision in the famous “yellow dog” 
contract injunction against the 
United Mine Workers of Amefica 
“reduced the workers in numeg- 
ous coal companies in West Virgin- 
ia to a condition approximating in- 
dustrial servitude.” 

The subcommittee is headed by 
Senator Overman (Dem.), North 
Carolina, The other members are 
Senators Borah of Idaho and He- 
bert of Rhode Island, both Repub- 
licans. Although the formal hear- 
ings on Parker were concluded to- 
day, Borah said that the subcom- 
mitte report would not be ready 
for presentation to the Judiciary 
Committee at its meeting Monday. 

Other witnesses opposing Park- 
er’s confirmation were Mercer G. 
Johnston, director of the People's 
Legislative Service of Washington, 
and Walter White, acting secre- 
tary o fthe National -Association 
for the Advancement of Colored 
People. 

“Biased Against Human Rights.” 

Johnston announced that his op- 
position to Parker was based on 
the conviction that Parker “was 
biased against human rights in fa- 
vor of property rights. White read 
a formal ietter to the subcom- 
mittee charging that a newspaper 
interview disciosed that Parker 
favored the “grandfather” clause 
formerly in the North Carolina 
constitution. 

The only witness appearing in 
behalf of Parker was T. C. Town- 
send, Tax Commissioner ef West 
Virginia, one of the United Mine 
Workers’ attorneys. in the Red 
Jacket Consolidated Coal & Coke 
Co. case, in which Parker upheid 
the validity of the “yellow dog” 
contracts between the mine oper- 
ators and the non-union miners. 
Before the witness left the chair, 
Green stated that Townsend could 
no longer Speak for organized ta- 
bor, and spoke only as an attorney 
and Tax Contmissioner of West 
Virginia. 

The so-called “yellow aog”’ con- 
tracts, Green said, stipulated that 
employes of a coal company could 
not join a labor urion while tn the 
employment of the companies. 

“Judge Parker wrote an opin- 
ion,” said Green, “in which he af- 
firmed and sustained an injunction 
issued by Judge McClintic of the 
Federal District Court of West Vir- 
ginia, restraining the officers and 
members of the United Mine Work- 
ers from soliciting men employed 
by the Red Jacket Conselidated 
Coal and Coke Co... and numerous 
others, to exercise their common, 
inherent and legitimate right to 
join a trade union.

Why Its Successful Maintenance Has Always Depended on 
‘the Sympathetic Offices of Rich Patrons.

sic is such that those who pro- 

duce jit cannot live on what the 
audiences can afford to pay for 
hearing it. 

Let’s put it-in another way. 

The ordinary symphony concert 
in St. Louis would cost the ordinary 
ticket holder about $8 if the total 
cost of giving the.concert were 
pro-rated among the audience. Ob- 
viously such a tariff would be pr 
hibitiye and the immediate resuit of 
instituting it would be the disap- 
pearance of the audience. On the 
other hand, if the musicians were 
paid on a basis of what is taken in 
at the box office, each of them 
would receive about $20 a week for 
his services—and that, of course, 
would mean the disappearance of 
the orchestra. 

It follows, then, that the 
existence of the symphony .and 
to a tless, extent, the opera, 
loo, depends an the sympa- 
thetic offices of a rich patron. In 
the days when Kings and Princes 
were supposed to embody the wilt 
both of God and the people, they 
supplied the needed patronage. 

Josef Haydn, the father of the 
symphony, prosecuted his genius 
through the generosity of Prince 
Ksterhazy. True, his status was 
scarcely more than that of a court, 
lackey, but he composed 103 sym- 
phonies just the same, and at this 
date, one can forgivé the Prince _or 
not knowing that Princes were 3} .- 
terchangeable and that there was 
only one Haydn. A similar rela- 
tionship existed between Louis the 
Fourteenth and Giovanni Batista 
Lully, whose music more than any 
‘other's, was responsible for French 
opera, Italian opera, like so many 
other features of that tremendous 
Greek revival known as the Ita')»an 
Renaissance, owes a similar debt to 
its supporting princelings. The sirst 
operas of Peri and Monteverde 
were written to order and were 
usually staged as incidental parts 
of some tremendous birthday or 
wedding celebration. 

But though music is no longer 
made through the inspiration or 
for the amusement of Kings and 
courts it must still have its pri- 
vate subsidy for reasons that have 
already been indicated. In these 
days the role of patron has fallen 
into the hands of those individ- 
uals who by virtue of thelr wenlth 
have also inherited the power of 
Kings. 

This seems natural enough. One 
is surprised, however, by the fre- 
ghency with which otr modern 
nabobs decline the privileges and 
obligations of their position. When 
approached by the Symphony So- 
ciety, some of ‘them. have been 
known to say,.“I am not inter. 
ested.”

UCH persons can have only 

two reasons. They must believe 

either that they have no obli- 
gations to assist in maintalning 
the civilizing forces of the com- 
munity oer that symphonic music 
has no importance as a civilizing 
foree. 

It is mot the function of this 
department to remind anyone that 
wealth and power are social crea- 
tions and carry, a definite respon- 
sibility toward the society from 
which they. are derived.

Suppose that the unthinkable 
came to pass and St. Louis were 
forced to abandon its Symphony 
Orchestra, That would be an ac- 
knowledgment to the rest of the 
world that this community was 
lost to the future. What this would 
mean in terms of commercial pres- 
tige should not be hard to calcu- 
late. Even the busy captain of in- 
dustry with no direct interest in 
symphonic music would not relish 
the implications of such a position. 

It goes without saying, that the ™ 
Symphony Orchesfra will survive. 
Whether the ladies and gentlemen 
who are now t to raise the 
orchestra to the level of those in 
Cleveland, Cincinnati and Detroit 
will succeed in their purpose de- 
pends on how much they can en- 
list the interest of practical men.

societies. 

The trouble which resulted in these 
wholegale arrests was a continuation 
of that which had occurred at Bril- 
lianf earlier in the year, when the two 
ringleaders were captured by means of 
tear gas. The Doukhobors, still deter- 
mined to keep their children away 
from schools, had refused to pay taxes 
and, to get the schools out of the way, 
had applied matches to half a dozen or 
more buildings, They objected to pay- 
ing taxes because tax money was used 
for war, they argued, and their reli- 
gion disapproves of war. To show 
people they wouldn’t pay taxes they 
marched to nearby towns in demon- 
stration. .They disrobed in the 
streets. Men, women and children 
flung aside their clothes and tramped 
down the main thoroughfares as naked 
as when they were born. 


These antics did not please the 
townspeople. The police tried to bar- 
the way but the paraders simply parted 

their ranks and formed 
again on the other side of 
the barrier.

They were given 450,000 
acres, and though winter was not far 
off and they had not a cent, their 
women pulled plows over the virgin 
soil, while some of the men went to 
work in the cities to get money where- 
with to buy the machinery for farm- 
ing. Today they own their own can- 
neries, sawmilis, grain elevators, or- 
chards and farms, valued at something 
ever $8,000,000. 

Some years later the Canadian Gov- 
ernment took back 360,000 acres of 
the 450,000 given to them. These 
acres had been cultivated and made

fruitful. The Government justified 
itself by contending the Doukhobors 
would not obey certain regulations 
which the Government laid down. 

Ever since their arrival they have 
avoided naturalization. They call 
themselves subjects of the world. They 
might be in Canada today and some- 
where else next year. They’re God's 
subjects, they said, not Canadian, Rus- ‘ 
sian or any other nationality. Neither 
was it their custom to register births, 
deaths or marriages. Many of them, 
iacluding the Sons of Freedom sect, 
still will not do so, Others have adopt- 
ed naturalization and the registration 
that all Canadians make. 

Five thousand Doukhobors migrat- 
ed to the Kootenay Valley in British 
Columbia, a wild country, 20 years 
ago. Their leader, the late Peter 
Veregin, the only Doukhobor ever to 
have been released from. Siberia, 
bought 15,000 acres, on which they 
settled. By dint of hard work the 
Doukhobors have made this wild tim- 
berland a garden of beauty, have 
established canneries, mills and gran- 
aries and branched out into several 
communities. Above their gates, on 
their machine shops, barns and other 
buildings is painted their name, The 
Christian Community of Universal 
Brotherhood, Limited, the last word 
being made necessary by the laws of 
Canada for a company having part- 
ners and stock. That was the only 
way in which Veregin could obtain the 
land. 


ERE the community has lived 

and prospered. In British Colum- 

bia as well as in Saskatchewan, 
everything is owned by the commun- 
ity. The proceeds of the sale of the 
canned goods, whith amounts to half 
a million dollars a year in the British 
Columbian settlements, and the prof- 
its from wheat and other items all go 
into the one treasury. Buyers come 
from everywhere to buy the preserved 
fruits. A certain amount of it is ex- 
changed with the communities in Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan in return for 
produce from the land raised by these 
farmers. When a school has to be 
erected, a factory painted, a road built, 
the whole community sets in. Every-

are no rich and no poor. 
They lead the simple 
life.

It is for an idea that Webster has 
given up even the simplest comforts of 
life. He is living on 20 cents a day in 
order that he may devote all his time 
and energies to furthering his own 
plan of social justice. That plan is 
the outgrowth of his years of study 
and of a deep regard for the sufferings 
of his fellow-men. For Webster has 
not been concerned, coldly and imper- 

-sonally, with economic theories. When 
he speaks of the unemployed and of 
the misery, the abasement, the des- 
perate fear that results from poverty, 
his voice is choked, 

He admits in the next breath, hum- 
orously, that he may be like the poet 
who said, “I love humanity, but I hate 
people.’ Under the capitalist system, 
he says, most people ~are deformed, 
they are distorted,-they are debased. 
And it is apparent that his keen, active 
mind would readily be impatient with 
stupidity, procrastination and other 
human failings. 

Possibly he would be called, unfair- 
ly, a type. A heedless person, over- 
looking the quality of his mind, would 
brand him a crank, a fanatic. There 
are few in America with his passion- 
ate interest in economic ideas, it is 
true. This phenomenon is encoun- 
tered much more often in Europe. 


S A BOY of 12, in November 
A« 1876, Webster recalls stand- 

ing outside the offices of the 
St. Louis Globe, watching 
election returns come in. It 
was an exciting election. The crowds 
cheered wildly each time a bul- 
letin was put in the window. Hayes 
and Tilden were running very close. 
But Webster, at 12, was interested in 
neither Hayes nor Tilden. He was for

In a comparatively 
short space of time the elder Webster 
moved his family into 100 different 
houses in St. Louis, and before this he 
lived in 20 different towns in Illinois. 
The family is descended from the Con- 
necticut’ Websters, who contributed 
Governors and leading patriots to the 
ation during the Colonial period. 
This fact availed the St. Louis. Web- 
slers very little. There was rarely 
enough money. 

The boy shifted for himself after a 
fashion, living part of the time with 
relatives in Jefferson County, farmers. 
He would argue with the farmers in 
‘he neighborhood about the theories 
of the Greenback-Labor party. Most 
of his ideas he got from »the now ex- 
Unct Chicago Express. He argued, too, 
with his father, who was an old-line 
Republican.

“But, of course, it is first neces- 
sary, in order to guarantee, under 
George’s system, the right to a job, 
which should be an inalienable right, 
to pass a single-tax law.

It was, however, many years before 
he reached this conclusion. Mean- 
while, he was busy at a number of 
things. He read:law and was admitted 
to the bar. He married and began 
the rearing of a family. And he was

ment of humanity. The advancement 
of humanity, that is, in the light of 
Sheridan Webster's beliefs. 


E FOUNDED, in 1898, with 
H» associate, John L. Talbott, 

the Initiative and Referendum 
League of Missouri, He thought 
that much might be accomplished 
with the initiative and referendum 
if it could be placed in_ the 
Constitution. Just 10 years later 
these measures were adopted. At all 
times he was working in the Social- 
ist party and out of it, with the single- 
taxers and without them. 

The ineffectuality of much that the 
radicals did and proposed to do occa- 
sionally depressed him. Hypocrisy 
and cant annoyed him furiously. He 
recalls, for example, sitting in on a 
meeting of the unemployed in the old 
Law School Building, on the site of 
the present Y. W. C. A. It was in the 
panic year of 1908, on Thanksgiving 
Day. 

“I listened to those speeches,’’ he 
says contemptuously, ‘‘and I got more 
and more impatient. A minister got 
up and said a lot of fine, beautiful 
things, and then somebody else got up 
and spouted a lot of meaningless stuff. 
Those men didn’t want to hear that 
bunk’’—he barks this out sharply— 
“they were hungry, they were jobless. 
So when it came my turn I got up and 
said: ‘Do you men like to be with- 
out jobs? Or do you want something 
done about it?’ They all shouted, 
‘Sure, yeah.’ And then I asked 
them: ‘Did you ever hear of the 
initiative?’ Hardly a voice an- 
swered.

told them, ‘guarantees you the right 
to life, Iiberty and the enjoyment of 
the gains of your own labor. But,’ I 
asked them, ‘does that guarantee you 


the right to a job, the right to labor? 


No, it doesn’t.’ Finally, a committee 
was formed to co-operate with the 
Central Trades and Labor Union and 
a tentative movement was started to 
amend the Constitution of the State 
eo that Section 4, Article 2, would 
say in plain words that every man 
has a ‘natural right to employ his own 
labor in producing wealth.’ That 
would have done it. But, of course, 
the committee dabbled around a while 
and proposed to meet again, and then 


- nothing more was heard of it." ~ 


That is what has happened to many 
of the movements and manifestoes 
with which Webster has been associ- 
ated—lost causes. But if he wag tem- 
porarily depressed and discouraged, it 


was never for very long. There was al- 
ways his underlying regard for the 
mass of men who struggle for a liv- 
ing in a system that he regards as ut- 
terly topsy-turvy and incoherent. — 
“No one is ever satisfied in this 


competitive system, no one ever has - 


enough,”’ he says. ‘It is like the man 
who says he knows how to drink. He 


-knows when he.has enough liquor. But 


how does he know when he’s had 
enough? It’s only when he’s had too 
much., And so it is with money in 
the capitalist system.'’ 

“And again he says: “Slaves like 
to stand around and see one of their 
fellows whipped. It gives them a feel- 
ing of relief, perhaps even of pleasure, 
the fact that someone else’s back and 
not theirs ia feeling the lash. They 
never seem to realize that whipping is 
a part of the system, that it may be 
their turn next. So it is with unem- 


-ig meaningless, 


ployment and the man who is thrown 
out of a job.’’ 

It was in 1914 that he began to 
formulate his own economic system. 
But the war came along and every- 
thing was held in abeyance. Because 
of his stand on the war—he held that 
Germany was solely guilty and that it 
was necessary to bring her to terms— 
he lost most of his small law practice. 
His best clients had been German So- 
cialists who were bitterly opposed to 
America’s participation in the war, 
Too, he was unofficially drummed out 
of the Socialist party. In 1925 he 
published his book outlining his plan, 
which he called ‘“‘The People’s Indus- 
trial System.’’ Long before this, of 
course, he had discarded many of the 
economic theories with which he had 
become familiar through his years of 
intensive reading. 


qe ARL MARX throws up a 
JK smokescreen of words,” he 
says. ‘Das Kapital’ and his 
other works’ are thick, important- 
looking volumes. But what are they in 
the last analysis? Words, words, 
words, nothing but words. It is scarce- 
ly important to distinguish between 
one form and another. They are al- 
most without exception arbitrary, doe- 
trinaire, bigoted. Marxian Socialism, 
Christian Socialism, Fabian Socialism, 
Communism, they are all surrounded 
with an elaboration, a complexity, that 
that eventually de- 
feats the end which they seek. 

“Russia is an example. The revo- 
lution was an accident. And Lenin 
and Trotzky soon demonstrated that 
they had nothing to offer. They are 
still struggling over there to bring 
some system into being.” 

Invariably Webster's discussions of 
economic theory end with a reference 
to his own “People’s Industrial Sys- 
tem.” He believes unqualifiedly that 
it is the complete solution of the so- 
cial-economic problem. He answers 


rall criticism with interminable argu- 


ments. 

The plan is simplicity itself. That 
is one reason, Webster maintains, why 
it has received so little consideration. 
Because he has divorced it from tech- 
nical phraseology and statistics, peo- 
ple think there can be no good in it. 

He designed the “People’s Industrial 
System” to do away with unemploy- 
ment and thereby stabilize the social 
system. For several years he had 
worked for an amendment to the 
State Constitution which would guar- 
antee a job for everyone. Then, he 
says, he came to the conclusion that 
this end could be accomplished by

means of the People’s Industrial Sys- 
tem, without recourse to law, through 
the aid of a comparatively smal! 
group of individuals. What it pro- 
poses, in brief, is this: ‘ 

The establishment of units, agri- 
cultural units at first, on a very 
simple scale, where the unemployed 
will be put to work and allowed 
to retain everything they produce. 
The land necessary to establish these 
units, and to maintain them until 
they are entirely self-supporting, will 
be provided by interested persons. An 
example: With $5000 the first rudi- 
mentary unit would be established. 
Five men would be put to wark on a 
sufficient tract of land, stocked with 
a cow, hogs, chickens, etc., and 
equipped with the requisite farm im- 
plements, and provided with suitable 
living quarters. The products would 
be entirely utilized within the unit 
itself. At first, of course, it would 
be necéssary to provide these men 
with necessities which they could 
not themselves produce, clothes, cer- 
tain foodstuffs, ete. But eventually, 

as other units were added, 

a community would grow 

up which would make 

available almost all the 

things that are now obtain- - 

able in any modern commu- 

nity. Each man would re- 

-ceive scrip or specie, to be 

used only in the unit for ob- 

= taining those necessaries 

sate: +- which he himself did not pro- 

ahh # duce. Thus it Would be a 

‘separate unit, a microcosm, 

existing within the present 

social system. The workers, Webster 

explains, would not be ‘‘members’”’ of 

a colony in any sense; they would not 
be asked to believe anything. 

“That's why all the communities 
and colonies have failed,’ he says. 
“They were all founded on somebody's 
opinion. They all dissipated them- 
selves in a fog of talk. The products 
of the ‘People’s Industrial System’ 
would not be thrown on the market 
to compete with those produced under 
the capitalist system. And we 
wouldn't be taking any potential buy- 
ers out of the capitalist society. Be- 
cause @ man out of a job can’t buy 
anything, can he?’’ 

Webster is not arbitrgrily commit- 
ted to his own system. If someone 
else could come along and do the 
same thing-—solve unemployment— 
then he would rejoice, he says. Presi- 
dent Hoover approached a solution, 
Webster concedes, when he advanced 
the theory that the way to sustain 
prosperity was to advance the wage 
scale progressively. ‘‘But,’’ he adds, 
“that didn’t mean that everyone who 
wanted a job was going to get a job. 
Why can't they see that? Why can’t 
they see that if-only everyone who 
wanted a job was put to work, then 
that many more products would be 
sold? 

“Those bums and drunkards out in 
the street don’t want to go to work. 
Yes, that’s true, possibly. They have 
been destroyed by the capitalism sys- 
tem. But the real suffering you never 
see. It’s the man with a family and 
no job who suffers. He stays at home, 
but he’s the one who is in misery.” 


IS own family, he explains, has 
H understood his work, but they 

have not been entirely in sym- 
pathy with it.” “Like everyone else, 
they felt that humanity ought to be 
saved, but they thought someone else 
should do it.” 

Mrs. Webster lives most of the year 
round on Barque Creek, near Eureka. 
One son, Archie Webster, a newspa- 
per reporter, prior to his death in 
1924, had won distinction as a Shaks- 
peare scholar. Another also is a news- 
paper reporter. 

In order that he may be close to his 
work Webster lives in rooms adjoin- 
ing his office, which is at 606 Market 
street, up two dusty flights of stairs. 
His quarters he shares with Guy F. 
Rogers, his only assistant, who came 
from the co-operative colony at New- 
Nano, Louisiana, to aid in the promo- 
tion of “The People’s Industrial Sys- 
tem.’ Webster and Rogers carry on 
a voluminous correspondence. A unit 
of the system, Webster says, has been 
established near Los Angeles. Others 
are in prospect. The two men live for 
the most part on wheat which has 
been ground and boiled. It costs them 
about 3 cents a meal. Occasionally 
they vary this diet with rice. 

Though it is a warm, spring day out- 
side, Webster’s little office is cold and 
damp. But he is unaware of it, for 
he is talking, gesticulating, striking 
his hands together in emphasis and 
with an ardor quite undimmed by his 
50 years in the service of the op-

HREE months of 
investigation has 
failed to clear up 
the mystery of the 
bomb that came to 
young Mrs. Naomi 
Hall Brady in the 
guise of a holiday 
gift last New 
| Year’s Day, killed 
her, a little brother and a baby sister 
and injured her mother, grandmother 
and two other brothers. Despite the aid 
given the Prince George County au- 
thorities by Baltimore police and ex- 
perts of the United States Bureau of 
Standards and Bureau of Mines, it is 
feared that this appalling crime will 
go unpunished. . 

It is true a man is being held, 
charged with the killing, but there 
seems to be a feeling here that the 
evidence against him is far from con- 
clusive, and it is considered very 
doubtful that the law has put its hand 
on the guilty person. 

Mrs. Brady’s 16-year-old brother, 
J.eslie Hall, carried the fatal gift to 
her. It had been left, apparently by 
mistake, at the door of a neighbor, 
who gave it to the lad to take home 
to the person to whom it was ad- 
dressed. Naomi was staying with Her 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. John Hall. 

The girl was ‘delighted when the

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package was placed in her hands. Her 
family was not prosperous and its 
Christmas had been far from lavish. 
Another present was very welcome. 
And how nice that it had come on New 
Year’s Day. 

Mrs. Hall and the children and their 
grandmother crowded around. the 
kitchen table as Naomi began to undo 
the wrappings. ‘Is it candy?’ asked 
one of the boys, on tiptoe with inter- 
est. et 

An explosion answered him. A 
burst of flame, a roar, billowing 
smoke——destruction. 

A neighbor boy, who had accompa- 
nied Leslie home with the parcel, lin- 
gered outside the house and looked in 
the window to see what the ‘‘present’”’ 
for Naomi was. He was flung to 
the ground by te blast and his face 
was cut by flying glass. ‘

what could be seen from outside 
the Hall home: 

“IT had just finished breakfast and 
was on the second floor when a thun- 
derous explosion shook the house from 
top to bottom. There were horrible 
screams and then all was quiet. 


“Recovering from a daze, I rushed 
to the window and a huge cloud of 
smoke fairly puffed from the shat- 
tered windows of the Hall home. 

“A full moment passed before I saw 
Lester Hall stagger to the back porch 
and sink down on a box. A few sec- 
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ondé later Mrs. Nora Hall, with only 
shreds of clothing clinging to her, 
came out on the back ‘porch. 

“She stood there dazed and reeling 
and then went back into the house, re- 
appearing soon with a little baby. It 
was almost naked. Placing the Infant 
on a box on the rear porch, she then 
brought out a second child, likewise 
carefully placing it on the rear porch. 

“Before I could get down stairs, 
Roger Hall, another son, who escaped 
the explosion because. he was at a 
neighbor’s, came and asked for a 
bucket of water.’’ 

Neighbors, running to the Hall 
home, found the kitchen a shambles. 
They wrapped the mutilated bodies in 
sheets and tablecloths and rushed 
them to hospitals. But Naomi, 18 
and a bride of two months, was dead. 
And 4-year-old Dorothy Hall and Sam- 
uel, 18 months old, died within a few 
days. Mrs. Nora Hall, the mother, 
was blinded in one eye, and two of 
her sons lost fingers. 

On the ware of public indignation 
that followed the outrage, an investi- 
gation was begun promptly and car- 
ried on vigorously. 

There was a discouraging lack 
of material clews, however, as the 
force of the explosion had been 
so great that only small bits of the 
bomb and the box that contained 
it could be found. There were a few 
scraps of cardboard and wrapping pa- 
per decorated with Christmas seals,

The first arrest was that of Clar- 


ence W. Brady, uncle of Naomi’s hus. 


band, Herman Brady. The Hal! fam- 
ily had lived on his farm for a number 
of years, and he was reported to have 
been in love with the young woman 
But the suspect stoutly and steadfast- 
ly denied any knowledge of the crime 
He declared he had never been in love 
with Naomi or any other woman. The 
officials could not disprove his state. 
ments and released him. 

Then Herman Brady and his broth. 
er, LeRoy, were arrested. They said 
they had been duck hunting about the 
time the bomb was delivered. Her. 
man said he was looking for a house 
for his bride and himself when she 
was killed. 

The investigation brought out that 
Herman and Naomi, who had been 
sweethearts since childhood, had been 
married only last October, although 
neighbors and friends of the Hall fam- 
ily thought the marriage had taken 
place several months before. At the 
beginning of the jnvestigation the 
young husband said they had been 
married early in the summer. The 
bride told her parents of the marriage 
a few days before Christmas, while 
Brady did not tell his mother until 
after the tragedy. At the time of her 
death the girl was expecting soon to 
become a mother. 


the father of one child, came 

under suspicion largely be- 
cause of his mechanical ability. Of- 
ficials say he has sufficient knowl- 
edge of electricity, chemicals and 
high explosives to have made the 
bomb. And they have worked on 
the theory that a fantastic sense of 
family ‘honor caused him to seek the 
life of his brother’s wife. LeRoy had 
worked at the same garage in Wasb- 
ington for five yeurs, and had a ropu- 
tation for steadiness and probity. 

The brothers denied the charges 
vigorously. Days of questioning failed 
to elicit from them any admissions of 
a conclusive nature. 

At a hearing before a Justice of the 
Peace, Herman Brady refused to tes 
tify, and was released under $1,000 
bond as a State’s witness. LeRoy was 
held for the grand jury. 

The investigation has continued, but 
apparently no new information of in- 
portance has been found. Two early 
theories seem to have been discarded. 
One was that the bombing was the 
work of a secret society, the other was 
that it was the revenge of a jealous 
lover. There remains a third: That a 
horrible death was visited on the 
young bride that her condition might 
not become known and reflect on fam- 
ily honor.

He finished the 
piece a short time be- 
fore his own day of 
doom. Now, the mag- 
azine which he had 
come to like most 
during his imprison- 
ment was the Ameri- 
can Mercury, and he 
had, in fact, ex- 
changed several let- 
ters with its editor, 
H. L. Mencken. It 
was natural, then, 
that just before his 
death he should give 
his manuscript to the 
Rev. J. D. Moss, pas- 
tor of one of. the 
Huntsville churches, 
with the request that 
it be forwarded to 
Mr. Mencken. The 
Rev. Mr. Moss com- 
plied. On April 19 
Robert Blake paid 
the supreme penalty, 
and three months 
later “The Law 
Takes Ite Toll” ap- 
peared in the pages 
of the Mercury. 

That copy of the Mercury fell into 
the hands of John Wexley, a 22-year- 
old actor, who had played many minor 
roles in New York productions and 
who had written a one-act play called 
“Rules” about prison life and which 
was performed by the New York Uni- 
versity players. 

Blake's article made a powerful im- 
pression on Wexley. “I read it over 
many times,” he says. He felt that 
there was material in it for a full- 
length play, but no ideas came to him. 
He put the article away and waited for

weak, and as strong, as the condemned 
murderer in the first act. 

“When the Denver papers came I 
read them through,’’ Wexley explained. 
“In all the stories the whole thing was 
treated from the outside, what the 
guards did, what the troopers did, how 
the bodies were thrown out of the win- 
dows, but nobody told what was go- 
ing on inside, among the prisoners.” 

Wexley worked hard for three 
weeks on the play. “I couldn't sleep 
at night,”’ he says. 


N OCTOBER 29 he gave the 

first draft to Adrienne Morri- 

son of James B. Pinker & Son, 
play agents. The next day Miss Mor- 
rison suggested changes. Then in or- 
der to check up on certain details, 
Wexley wrote to Warden Lawes at 
Sing Sing, explained what kind of play 
he was writing and received permis- 
sion to visit the prison. 

Wexley went up to Sing Sing, had 
a long talk with the Warden and was 
‘shown about the prison. It was from 
Daniel Parsons, chief clerk at Sing 
Sing, that the play received the name 
by which it is now known. 

Wexley had just been shown the 
celis in the death house and had asked 
to be shown exactly how prisoners 
were taken through the door to the 
death room and the electric chair. 

Two guards took Wexley by the 
arms. Together the three walked to- 
ward the closed door. As simply as 
his characters speak in the play, Wex- 
ley described the scene in a recent in- 
terview. 

“We were a couple of steps from 
the door. ‘Well,’ I said to Mr. Par- 
sons, ‘this is the last stop, isn’t it?’ 

“*Yeah,’ he said, ‘it’s the iast 
mile.’ ”’ 

A week after his visit to Sing Sing 
Wexley brought his revised play back 
to the Pinker office. On December 
12, at 6 p. m., the script was sent to 
Herman Shumlin, a producer, for 
reading. Shumlin began to glance 
through it, and it grippe@ him so that 
he kept right on reading to the end. 
At 9:30 the next morning Shumlin 
had a check for the play in Miss Mor- 
rison’s office. At 1 o’clock that aft- 
ernoon Werxley had signed a contract. 
Casting began at once, and exactly 
two months later, on February 13, the 
play opened at the Sam Harris The 
ater and wae a smashing success.

exander Woolcott, which was typical 
of the press comments: “The most 
satisfactory evening in the theater 
that any new play has given me this 
season. . . . Through the crash of 
bodies, the sweep of searchlights, the 
dance of motes in the air, and the 
aching strain of its suspense, ‘The 
Last Mile’ somehow emerges as a 
‘Journey’s End’ of a war that has not — 
yet had its November eleventh.” 

In the meantime, however, Wexley 
was making no attempt to conceal his 
obligation to Robert Blake’s sketch in 
the Mercury. It had formed the basis 
for the first act of the play and some 
of the speeches just as written by 
Blake had been used.. And in a note 
on the program Werley acknowledged 
this indebtedness. 

Then it was pointed out to Wexley 
that the copyright of Blake’s sketch 
had been turned over to the executed 
man’s mother, and that she therefore 
might be considered as being entitled 
to some share in the proceeds of the 
play based on her son’s story. And 
then Wexley promptly wrote to Mrs. 
Blake in Texas and offered her a share 
in the proceeds. At first Mrs. Blake 
was inclined to try to use legal means 
to close the show, thinking that it 
might be a cheap and melodramatic 
capitalization of her son’s tragic ex- 
perience. But when she learned that 
“The Last Mile” expressed her senti- 
ments against capital punishment she 
withdrew all objections and decided to 
come to New York to see Wexley.

on that basis. This will mean as 
much as $300 a week for her when 
the show plays to capacity houses, and 
since it is a tremendous success it 
will probably enjoy a long run.
